DPRK CPRF SCORES TEAM SPIRIT 81 MILITARY EXERCISE

[10 February statement issued in Pyongyang by Committee for the Peaceful 
Reunification of the Fatherland] 


[Text] Today a very serious military commotion is being staged in South 
Korea, endangering the nation's peace and peaceful reunification. As is 
reported, U.S. imperialists and the fascist Chon Tu-hwan clique are 
frantically staging an aggressive military exercise code-named Team Spirit 81 
beginning 1 February, despite strong public protest and denunciation at home 
and abroad. In this war exercise, which reportedly will last until April, 
more than 170,000 troops will be mobilized, including U.S. imperialist 
aggressive troops that are occupying South Korea and the puppet army and 
UJMS, army naval and air forces from Hawaii and the U.S. mainland and 

U.S. naval and marine forces from U.S. military bases in Japan. Dozens of 
vessels and some 700 aircraft also are participating in this military 
exercise. 


They are expected to stage various offensive and provocative war exercises 
during this military exercise, including paratroop maneuvers, joint field 
exercises, mobile operations, landing operations, river-crossing operations, 
antisubmarine operations, emergency landing and takeoff operations and 300 
airlift operations under the diguise of an invasion. 


Following the start of military operations by the aggressive troops of the 
U.S. imperialists who are occupying South Korea and the puppet army units, 
advance partdes of the Hawaii-based U.S. 25th Army Infantry Division were 
airlifted to Osan on 2 and 6 February. Other aggressive troops of the 

U.S. imperialists who are ready for a departure are being deployed in South 


Korea along with heavy equipment. 


The current military exercise, which is being staged under the pretext of 
testing the mobility of U.S. troops and increasing the capability of South 
Korea-U.S. joint operations, is an unprecedentedly large war commotion 

in view of ite duration and the number of troops mobilized. It is an 
extremely adventurous and dangerous fire game in view of its character and 
its contents.

This bellicose was exercise commotion, which is being ataged in areas close 
to the demilitarized sone, is evoking great worries from all Korean people and 
the peaceloving people of the world, 


Recognizing thie frantic war exercise of the U.S. imperialists and the 
Chon Tu-hwan clique ae a premeditated provocative act to deatroy peace in 
Korea, block the road toward a peaceful reunification and to ignite a flame 
of a new war, as well as an extremely wicked criminal act threatening peace 
in Asia and the world, the Committee for the Peaceful Reunification of the 
Fatherland etrongly denounces it, 


The military exercise Team Spirit 81 clearly shows the viciousness of the 
aggressive policy toward South Korea pursued by the Reagan administration 
which has made its appearance as a most shameless and brigandish aggressor. 
No sooner had Reagan the warmaniac taken office as president of the United 
States than he summoned a fascist murderer as the traitor Chon Tu-hwan to 
Washington to have discussions for aggression and war and, at the same time, 
start a dangerous play with fire in South Korea.

NORTH INFILTRATION IN SOUTH=-A meeting was held at the Seoul Sejong Cultural 
Center yesterday to emphasize efforts against a possible step-up in infil- 
tration attempts from communist North Korea, especially in the current 
election season in the Republic of Korea. Some 4,000 military leaders, 

civil defense corps and homeland reserve forces members and security- 

related officials attended. Mayor Pak Yong-su was also present. The 
participants renewed their determination to smash any provocations and 
infiltrations against the Seoul area by North Korea communists by maintaining 
a watertight defense positions. Mayor Pak read as a reminder a speech that 
President Chon Tu-hwan made at a meeting held at the capital Jan. 21, 

urging the people to strengthen their guard against infiltration attempts 

by the communist regime. In yesterday's conference, a three-point resolution 
was approved in which the participants pledged to redouble efforts against 
infiltrations from the north.

CABINET REVISES FOREIGN SERVICE REGULATIONS

[Text] Seoul, 18 Feb (YONHAP)--Korea's cabinet Tuesday approved new foreign 
service personnel regulations instituting a mandatory retirement age of 

65 for ambassadors, and of 63 for those of minister rank, There have 
previously been no such age limits. 


The new policies include lower retirement ages for lower ranking diplomats, 
as well as a time-in-grade system which limits ministers and ambassadors | 
to a maximum of eight years' service in each grade. 


They also limit ambassadors, consuls general and others to a total of 
12 years of service as chief of an overseas diplomatic mission. To 
encourage rotation between home and overseas posts, the new regulations 
also prohibit overseas service of more than eight consecutive years. 


The bill is to go into force in early May, after final approval early next 
month by Korea's interim Legislative Assembly. The foreign minister will 
be authorized to extend by up to two years the service period of those 
diplomats who would be required to retire immediately under the new law. 


The time-in-grade system ~*f+~ts all foreign service officials, with mandatory 
retirement periods ranging m eight to 12 years--eight years for ambassadors 
and ministers, 10 years fo senior diplomats just below minister rank, and 

12 years for junior officials. This means that all incumbent ambassadors 

will automatically retire after eight years of service in their grade, as 

will ministers who are not promoted to ambassador. 


Amb assadors-at-large will automatically be retired if they fail to obtain new 
posts within one year, except for time spent on special missions or as 
delegates to international conferences. 


The bill also creates a foreign service board headed by the vice foreign 
minister to handle guidelines, criteria and basic plans for foreign service 
personnel administration. 


The bill officially empowers the president to appoint non-career diplomats 
to head overseas diplomatic missions--a practice which has existed unofficially. 





Vice Foreign Minister Kim Tong-hwi said that the bill is intended to "renovate 
the line-up of foreign service officials to prepare for a new age, and to incul- 
cate a firm sense of mission."

SURVEY SHOWS CHRISTIANS OPPOSE CHURCH PARTICIPATION IN POLITICS

[Text] Seoul, 16 Feb (YONHAP)--More than half of Korea's Christians oppose 
church participation in politics, and about two thirds would reject "secular 
authorities" if they threatened their faith, according to a blue paper 

on Korean churches published over the weekend. 


The paper says that a survey by the Korean Christian Social Problems 
Research Institute of 789 clergymen and 1,983 Christian laymen, found that 
about 49 percent of the clergymen and 60 percent of the laymen said churches 
should not intervene in politics. 


The institute compiled the report as a part of its celebration of the 100th 
anniversary of the 1884 arrival of Protestantism in Korea, and published 
Saturday. 


According to the paper, Korean protestants contribute an estimated 134 billion 
won (201.5 million U.S. dollars) to their churches per year--or an average of 
27,500 won each (one U.S. dollar is now worth about 665 won). 


The paper also said that there was a great gap between urban and rural 
churches, with the average urban church's annual budget of 24 million won 
about four times that of a rural one. 


Noting that 95 percent of those surveyed believe in the second coming of 
Christ, and 89 percent think the end of the world is near, the paper said 
that Korean Christians are still quite conservative. 


More than 80 percent of the laymen, and 86 to 90 percent of the clergymen 
said smoking, drinking and dancing were evil. Abortion, meanwhile, was 
frowned upon by 76 percent of the laymen and 82 percent of the clergymen, 
and premarital sexual relations by 84 percent of the laymen and 95 percent 
of the clergymen. 


About 88 percent of the clergymen said that they were satisfied with their 
job. About one third complained however, that their wives lacked in express- 
ing their love, the paper said. 


About 62 percent of the surveyed claimed that only Christianity is the truth, 
while another 25 percent simply asserted the superiority of Christianity 
over other religions.

[Text] Objective accounting and evaluation of the state of human rights and 
life style in communist-ruled North Korea concur on one point: It is the 
most closed, rigid and doctrinaire society in the world and life could not 
be tougher elsewhere. If the Soviet Union of yesteryears had been rightly 
called a society behind the iron curtain, North Korea could well be entitled 
a society behind an even harder steel curtain. 


The dark picture of life under communism, and especially its worst brand as 
practiced by North Korea, is seen as clear as day by those who are constantly 
exposed to and experience its pains and horrors. As yet, quite a few naive 
and misinformed people around the world have not awakened to the fact of 

the matter by design or by accident. 


In some parts of the world, notably in Japan and the United States, there are

This week a number of authoritative analysts joined to give an accurate 
account of the somber situation behind the steel curtain dropped along the 
military demarcation line cutting across the Korean peninsula.

is, the wretched population of North Korea under the tight reign of Kim I1l-song 
is forced to lead a dog's life in a reversal of Shangri-la. 


The United States Government declared that North Korea is a closed, totalitarian 
and coliectivist state where the people are subjected to rigid control measures 
similar to those in effect during the Stalin era in the Soviet Union. Latest 
State Department reports on human rights practices around the world point 

cut North Korea as the world's most highly regimented and controlled society 
today. The entire population, according to the report, are suffering from 
mutual spying, arbitrary imprisonment, confiscation of property and compulsory 
removal to remote villages. The governing minority there is perched clearly 

on the top of the hierarchy and enjoying privileges normally associated in the 
past with royalty in premodern societies. 
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Grieving over widespread repression and deprivation of democratic conditions 
imposed on the great majority of the world's population, Freedom House 
Institute in its recent issue of FREEDOM AT ISSUE magazine reported that 
political liberties are totally absent in North Korea. This general assess- 
ment is supported by field observations of the pathetic situation inside 
North Korea. 


Writing for NEWSWEEK, two American journalists said that all North Koreans 
are denied any opportunity to know anything beyond their own day-to-day 

lives or to question the teachings of Kim Il-song. North Koreans are com- 
pletely insulated from information on the outside world and all mass media 
are preoccupied with the cult of personality of their unchallenged and 
dictator's] patriarch. Pyongyang, capital of a "socialist paradise," presents 
an ugly profile of a ghost town, impoverished and deserted. 


It hardly needs reiteration and elaboration that North Korea is a giant 
military fortress and concentration camp combined, Our compatriots there 
have neither freedom nor bread. Bringing this stark reality to the attention 
of the world is necessary to relieve the plight of our captive inhabitants 

in North Korea.
